Does the minister 
come back from ali the Lord’s errands to his 
people with a—“ Lord who hath believed 
our report?” he bears on his soul the bur- 
den of disappointed love. Does he see all 
his demonstrations of God's truth frustrated 
by stupidity and hardness of heart—does 
he see the rising generation—always the 
hope of the Church and the ministry—turn- 
ing away their ear from the Gospel—does 
all his labor at illustrating and enforcing 
God'struth seem fruitless—does he see the 
interest of the Sabbath-school declining— 
the spirit of prayer in the church at a low 
ebb—the meetings for social prayer thin and 
discouraging—does he see the bond of union 

_ in the church a rope of sand, the remaining 
depravity in Christian hearts coming out in 
jealousies and contentions, in parties and 
factions—all these bring a burden of pain- 
ful solicitade to him who watches for souls 
as they that must give account. Such trou- 
‘bles make ministers anxious lest the bene- 
volent purpose of their ministry be frustra- 
ted. 

To say that no selfish considerations ever 
mingle with such solicitudes would be to say 
that ministers are free from sin. But so far 
as the spirit of one’s high calling rules the 
heart of the minister, he bears this burden 
not for himself. He can say to his people, 
“T seek not yours but you.” And so far as 
selfish considerations they ag- 
gravate his cares. 


A true ministry is also a ministry of toil, 
as well as care. Many can conceive of no 


hard labor but the labor of the muscles on 
the farm, or in the workshop. The exertion 
_of mental , the toil of the brain in 
bringing out things new and old—in the 
production of thoughts suitable to all the 
occasions of the ministry involves a labor 
more exhausing and consuming of health 
than that of the farmer or mechanic. The 
rest of the laboringqman is sweet. That is 
the exhaustion of scular energy and 
only prepares the wa 
rest; while the toil 
and refreshment more difficult. He who 
works the brain early and late with a high 


straining of his powers and a fixedness of 


attention, knows little of the healthy sleep 
induced by muscular fatigue. I he has 
need to resort to the labor of the mechanic, 
the farmer, or the gardener, for the refitting 
of his frame.

Senta 
for him, he, with the same hand that 
destroyed the royal power of Darius, took 
the timid old. man by the arm, and placed 
him in his own seat. : 
~ “No one,” says Parini, “is so wicked as 
the man who has no regard for the aged, 
the weak, or the unfortunate.” And Parini 
himself exerted all the power which he had 
over his pupils, to induce them to honor old 
age. On one occasion, he was angry with 
a youth who bad committed a serious fault. 
Accidentally he passed along the street one 
day, at the very time this youth was taking 
the Pt of an aged capuchin monk against 
a soldier who had insulted him. Moved by 
this noble action, Parini put his arms around 
the neck of the youth, and said to him, “I 
will not for a moment believe you perverse; 
now that I have seen such proof of your re- 
gard for old people, I will believe you capa- 
ble of eminent virtue.” 
Old age should be particularly revered in 
those’ who have borne with the vexations 
we have caused them in our infancy and 
youth ; those who have used all their ener- 
gies to mould aright our affections and our 
judgment. Let us feel the highest appre- 
ciation of the trouble we have cost them, 
the affection which we owe them, and the 
sweet recompense which they have promis- 
ed themselves in the constancy of our love.

Puritgnism asserted the supreme and ex- 
Clusive authority of the Holy Scriptures in 
the government of the national church. It 
rested on the principle that what was wrong 
when measured by the standard of God’s 
word in the Bible, could not be made right 
by any human power. To the Puritan, the 
national Church of England, being identical 
with the Christianized English nation, was 
a divine fact. He was a member of that 
church by virtue of his birth and ¢christen- 
ing, and if he was a minister of Christ, he 
was by virtue of his calling a minister in 
the Church of England. He entertained no 
conception of any other church within the 
realm, than the one, indivisible, national 
church distributed into parishes. Secession 
from the national church, if it. had been a 
practicable thing, was not a thing which he 
could think of. All that he could do was 
simply to act on the principle that whatever 
rubric or canon, whatever act of Parliament, 
whatever rescript from the Queen, was con- 
t to Christ’s law, had no force as a rule 
of duty. In the Church, the supremacy 
of the Queen, whatever it might be, was 
limited by the supremacy of Christ; the ec- 
clesiastical law, whether in the form of 
canons or of statutes, was limited by the 
higher law of Christ. . His allegiance to 
Christ, as “head over all things to the 
Church,” and to the Bible as the supreme 
and immutable law in the church, and-his 
courageous determination to obey God rather 
than man, put him upon an earnest inquiry 
into the limits which God has set to all hu- 


ple, had set to the power of the English 
monarch. Thus he became, in his native 
country, the chumpion of law and liberty 
against prerogative, and the unconscious 
asserter of principles which involved reli- 
gious and therefore civil liberty for the 


world.— New Englander.

| TREASURE OVERLAND. 
‘The present hostile attitude of important sections of 
our country towards each other points to a time not ve- 
ry remote, if that time has not already arrived, when we 


| Should most seriously regard the question whether it 


would not be more conducive alike to safety and econ- 
omy to make the overland route between the Atlantic 
and Pasific States of the Union the medfum of treasure 


been declared formally, leave us om this side of the 


actual strife of war must inevitably entail, we shall be 
compelled to submit to the exactions of the war-clause 
in our policies of tnsurance. It would not be alone 


"granted by one of the contestant parties that risk 


would be incurred; but also from the probability that | 
outrages would be perpetrated by unauthorized free- 
booters, who, taking advantage of our domestic trou- 
bles, would not be found wanting along the extended 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts. if.not.om the Pacific side of 
our continent, to take advantage of our unprdtecte 

commerce. Nor do we know how soon Mexico, or the 
States of Central or South America might become in- 
imica] to a divided country like ours, nor how soon the 
commerce of either section, North, South or Pacific, 
might become a prey to a foreign enemy. These con- 
siderstions, we think, render it all-important that we 
should at once seriously examine whether we have 
means at hand, or whether such be creatable, by which 
the dangers adverted to might be avoided 

Since we last referred, about s year and s half ago, 

to the subject of overland transportation of treasure, 

circumstances have arisen quite favorable to such a 

project. We at length have. or soon shal! have, what 

we then deemed so desirable and necessary to the suc- 


too, by the central route, or along the great line of 
emigrant travel between the Upper Mississippi and the 
confines of our own State. This route leads through 
a country for the most part admirably adapted to pop 
ulation, and from which, so soon as daily mail facili- 
ties are established, population cannot be kept back. 
Already the wilderness has been penetrated by adven- 
turous and thrifty settlers for several bundred miles 
westward of the Missouri. and on thie side Carson 
river settlements are steadily stretching out their arms 
eastward. Not directly on the line of travel, but ad- 
jacent thereto, and opposite a midway point are the 
people of Salt Lake Valley, who, whatever their fanat- 
icism, afford rather an aid than an obstacle to the com- 
pletion of a chain of population between the extremes 
of the East and the West, so important to the speed and 
safety of intercourse between those extremes. Along 
this line of travel it is scarcely too much to predict that 
before a year had marked the existence of a daily 
overland mail conveyance, settlements wonld be so 
numerous, and so contiguous, that comparative safety 
would be secured from the possible aggression of either 
the red or the white marauder. . 

But we may be told that the very hostilities which 
are likely to beset the ocean transit with risk, might be 
extended to this line of travel. Without granting the 
likelihood, we woald remark, that should such be the 
case, an armed defence of the frontier at the hands of 
the United States Government would be a necessity, if 
for no other purpose than the safe transmission of the 
mails. Besides, it is not likely that outrages, if at all 
committed, would be apt to be perpetrated with im- 
punity, or in their very nature would admit of frequent 
repetition. By the necessary division of treasure for- 
warded, an individual venture would not be likely to 
embrace a very large sum, and it would require many 
of euch to form an aggregate equal fo oné steamer 
shipment, which, from the ordinary perils of the sea, 
or from capture, might be lost at any time under the 
existing arrangement. 

Of our annual gold export, New York takes about an 
average of thirty-six and a half millions. The ineur- 
ance on this sum at 1 per cent. would give $456,250. 
By the loss of the ‘‘ Central America,” with $1,600,000, 


on Califoruia shipments in three and a half years! 
Were they to lose an overland instailment occasion- 
ally, it could be nothing like this. They might lose a 
quarter of a million a year, and still make money. 

During the first quarter of 1861, the amount of gold 
shipped from San Francisco to New York, via Panama, 
was $0,122.321. Taking this asa basis of computation 
for the balance of the year, we should, under ordinary 
circumstances, ship this year $36,529,284, or in round 
numbers, say $36 600,000, as above assumed. Now, 
were this amount forwarded overland, as circumstan- 
ces require, it would give a daily average (six days to 
the week) of $116,613, weighing about 550 Ibs, or, in- 
cluding packages, say 600 Ibs. For a considerable 
time past the freight on treasure to New York has been 
1% per cent over, and 2 per cent un der sums of $30,000 
and the average on an entire shipment has been about 
1% per cent, with 5 per cent primage. This average 
rate would give on the total of $86,500,000 (primage in- 
cluded) $670,819. Now, the first practical question is, 
whetber this sum would not afford ample compensa- 
tion te the daily carrier overland? In connection with 
the daily mail service, we think there can be but one 
answer, and that in the affirmative. 

Now, as to insurance. At present, as we have shown, 
insurance companies incur the risk of losing by one 


a period but little short of four years. Of course, there- 
fore, their rates must be high, and it is not at all sar- 
prising that in time of peace it should be 14@1% per 
cent. But by a route where not over a quarter of a mil- 
lion at most could be at risk at a single time. and the 
dangers, more conjectural than based on anything that 
has happened or is likely to happen, we think that one 
per cent might be regarded as a high rate.
